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ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE: To obtain this contact device wherein a contact spring having a 
large- diameter part and a small-diameter part can easily be assembled at a 
specific position by inserting a contact spring cylinder where the contact 
spring is held into the hole of an insulating base from one end and fixing 
it at the specific position with a claw part. 

CONSTITUTION: The contact spring 18 which consists of the large-dimeter 
part 18a and small-diameter part 18b is held in a storage part 19a where 
the large-diameter part 18a is stored and the contact spring holding 
cylinder 19 which has the through hole 19b where the small-diameter part 
18b is passed. In this constitution, the holding cylinder 19 is fixed at 
the specific position by engaging the claw part 19c at its tip with the tip 
part of the hole 12b of the insulating base 12, so the spring 18 when 
fitted to the base 12 is inserted into the holding cylinder 19 and inserted 
into the base 12 from the rear end while the claw part 19c of the holding 
cylinder 19 is held on the front side, and the spring is intruded until the 
claw part 19c is moved beyond the small-diameter part 12c at the end of the 
hole 12b. Consequently, the holding cylinder 19 is fixed at the specified 
position and the spring 18 held therein also has its one end pressed 
against the contact part 17b. Thus, the holding cylinder can be fitted 
extremely easily and the assembling operation s made extremely easy. 
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
